excitement last evening amoung sporting 
men and gamblers, to whom the deceased 
was well known.

After the two men had been locked up, 
Captain Eakin went to Davis’ office and 
on the dead man was found $554 in 
American bills, and $45 in Canadian. In 
one corner of the room was also found a 
satchel containing a number fof packages 
made up to represent genuine greenbacks 
but on being opened they were found to 
contain waste paper, such as used by 
swindlers in what is known as the 
‘‘hoodle game.’’? The police learned that 
Holland had negotiated with Davis 
for $10,000 in counterfeit money for 
$500 in good money. Davis, itis stated, 
counted out a number of bills in good 
movey, made into packages and placed 
it ina satchel. Hill believing this was 
counterfeit money, banded Davis $500 in 
good money according to agreement. 
While the business was in progress, a 
confederate of Davis, relieved the 
satchel. Holland, who had evidently 
been suspicious, saw the movement and 
immediately drew his revolver and fired 
three shots. The satchel found after the 
shooting was the one In which Davis had 
placed the good bills. 

Coroner Levy took charge of the case 
and gave a permit for the removnl of the 
remains to his late residence on Third 
avenue, near Seventy-second street. Da- 
vis went under the alias of Jas. Ward 
part of the time. 

Among sporting characters Tom Davis 
was very Well known, not only in this 
city, but throughout the country, and 
was recognized as good authority in 
sporting matters. He was prominent 
several years ago as the backer of Fitz- 
gerald, the successful pedestrian, and 
Jast spring he again came before the pub- 
lic as the patron and backer of Willie 
Donavan, the star roller skater who won 
the first six days’ skating match at Mad- 
ison Square Garden. Davis was forty- 
five years of age,and was married and 
had two children. He was a man of fine 
physique. Heis said to have accumu- 
lated a large fortune on the strength of 
his varied career. 

When Holland was arraigned at the 
station he refused to make any statement 
except that he was justified in doing the 
snooting. 

Mr. Thomas R. Williams; of Jersey 
City, who was one of the first to enter 
the room after the shooting, states that 
there was a $5 counterfeit bill clutched 
in the right hand of Davis as he lay 
stretched upon the floor. In an old desk 
in the office were bonds of various kinds, 
some of them purporting to be issued by 
the city of Mattoon, Ill.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION, 


Five Persons Shockingly Burned By a 
Natural Gas Explosion at Pittsburgh, Pa., 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., August 31.—The 
ovenroom at S. S. Mervin & Co.’s steam 
bakery on Liberty street was the scene 
of a frightful natural gas explosion 
this morning at about eleven o’clock, 
by which five persons were terribly 
burned, two of them it is thought fat- 
ally. Their names were Samuel Staf- 
ford, engineer; A. C. Weiler, machinist; 
J. F. Huggins, foreman; John Clark 
and Mary Charles. The firm recently 
introduced natural gas in their ovens and 
this morning the five persons named

; With @ waxed mustache a8 checked suit, 
who addressed him familiarly as Mr. 
Fields, and referred to his business in 
Philadelphia, and also the affairs of the 
Pennsylvania National Bank, where he 
said he was aclerk. Mr. Fields, who is 
agent for Clark’s spool cotton and 
does business at No. 242 Market street, 
Philadelphia, has been a depositor in the 
above mentioned bank for over fifty 
years. The young man said that he had 
just returned from Europe, where he had 
purchased a number of pictures, and 
which he would be pleased to show Mr. 


Fields and have him express an opinion 
onthem. European matters were so 
nicely discussed by the young man that 
old Mr. Fields did not observe just how 
many corners he turned during the 
walk, but brought up at a _ cot- 
tage where he was introduced to 
two other young men, one an alleged 
New York agent. A sweat board was 
produced and the three gentlemen played 
& game, each winning about $1,000. The 
old gentleman was a willing spectator 
and was finally induced to try his luck, 
coming out $100 loser. During the 
progress of the game the young man 
kept Mr. Fields interested by talking 
over the affairs of the bank, its 
earnings and investments. After play- 
ing some time, the bunko man coolly 
asked the gentleman for his check for 
$9,500, drawn to himself, as the collat- 
eral for the grand prize he had drawn on 
the sweat-board. ‘Thinking that the 
bunko man was really his friend, he told 
him to fill out a check and he would sign 
it, which he did, drawing it to the order 
of Charles Fields, Sr., and indorsed by 
him. The check was, of course, on the 
Pennsylvania National Bank. Asare- 
ceipt for the-amount ‘‘invested,’’ he was 
given a piece of paper about the size of 
a physican’s prescription blank, on 
which was written the following: 
“Atlantic City, August 30, 1885. No. 28 
B.’? The young man made profuse apol- 
ogies for his connection with the little 
scheme, declaring he had never played at 
games of chance before. He begged Mr. 
Fields not to mention the matter to any 
one and he Would not use the check until 
he got the grand prize. Mr. Fields, 
later in the day, made a search for the 
man who had his check, but found him not. 
About five o’clock in the afternoon he came 
into the reading roomof the United States 
Hotel, with tears trickling down his 
cheeks. When ‘asked the cause of his 
grief he related the above particulars, 
and said that he believed he had been 
swindled.

The people of Madison county 
will be called on to determine at the 
ballot box on the first Tuesday 
in November whether bonds of the 
county to the amont of two Hundred 
Thousand dollars ($200,000) shall 
be issued to aid in building certain 
turopikesin this county. These 
bonds are to ran thirty years and to 
bear not exceeding seven per cent 
interest per annum. Of course the 


bonds would be placed on the mar- 
ket at seven per cent interest in or- 
der to make them the more salable. 

The matter of burdening the peo- 
ple of eur county with such a debt 
isa matter worthy of thought and 
deliberation, It is folly to say that 
the taxes will fall alone or heavier 
on the rich of the county. The 
truth is taxes created by such large 
debts as is proposed in this turn- 
pike matter are more oppressive to 
the poor than to the wealthy class.

famous species of longevity and all | 


doubtful modern instances of men and 
women living to be a hundred years 
old or more, there remain enough of 
centenarians the date of whose birth is 
recorded, and the fact of whose living 
a century or more is beyond dispute. 
Indeed, such cases seem to be growing 
more and more common, and attract 


no great attention. Yet there are 
few spectacles more profoundly inter- 
esting than that of a life protracted be- 
yond the ordinary limit of old age. To 
have survived all or almost all of one’s 
generation, is itself a proof of some 
sort of superiority of tissue or habit 
environment. It is to have held 
held out longest in the hopeless fight of 
all things living against death, and per- 
haps to have shown that most men die 
before their time. 

Let men affect what pretence of pes- 
simism and disgust with life, they will, 
they can not help loving life and cling- 
ing to it. Religious enthusiasm may 
regard it as but a passage the sooner 
crossed the better to a higher form of 
existence; and inability to perform its 
duties or incapacity for its enjoyments 
may lead unfortunate natures to throw 
it blindly away; but to men of thor- 
oughly sane organization and 
energies evenly developed, life is 
something to be loved for itself, 
and all means and instances of its pro- 
longation are worthy to be studied. 
Men whom life disgusts or bores are 
deprived of the faculty of judging it 
properly. Life is not for them, but for 
those who know how to use it; and to 
those who know, and are so fortunate 
in mind and circumstance as to expand 
and not contract their sympathies, it 
must be as desirable, as interesting, as 
well worth living at eighty or ninety as 
at twenty-five. Nor need the strength 
of even fivescore years be labor and 
sorrow if the faculties be, as sometimes 
they are, unimpaired. °

who really live wear out early, and 
that — live to be old by creeping 
sluggishly along, —— life’s candle 
to the socket by niggardly husbandry 
of its light.

The ordinary life of man seems to be 
deprived and defrauded, compared with | 
these lives to which wisdom and length | 
of days were given.

Indeed, instead 
of regarding lives so long as something | 
abnormal and extraordinary, they | 
ought perhaps to be regarded as com- 
ing nearer to the full measure and best 
rule of existence, while the lives of 
most men are shortened and cut off 
before their real maturity.

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A BOTTOMLESS ABYSS. | 


West Virginia's Great Natural Curlosity— 

The Wonder of Tourists and Natives. 

There are many natural wonders in 
this out-of-the-world region and yester- | 
day the monotony of camp life was 
varied by a visit to one of them, the) 
locality known far and wide through- | 
out the South Branch country as the | 
Hell Hole. ‘This is an uncouth name, 
but to visit the spot justifies the title in 
the mind of the beholder. This terrible 
abyss is on the North Fork, west of | 
itenour, at the side of a little stream | 
which gurgles musically down the. 
mountain and is to ‘the lower 
or left-hand side of the road 
which leads through the Harmar 
Hills. The chasm, cirenlar in 
shape, is about fifteen feet in diameter, 
almost perpendicular and is believed 
by the inbabitants near by to be bot- 
tomless. Its situation is at the bottom 
of a deep, rocky gorge and the scenery 
is unusually wild. Many attempts to 
sound this mysterious well by lines, 
some of them one thousand feet in 
length, have been made in days past, 
but as yet without avail, and lighted | 
lanterns and torches lowered to a 
depth of many hundred feet have re- 
vealed naught but, rough, irregular 
walls of solid rock. Provided with a | 
stop watch, | dropped a heavy frag- 
ment of rock over the edge of this 
yawning gulf, and the last faint sound 
which came back to my ear was at the 
expiration of fourteen seconds. From 
this, making due allowance for the re- | 
sistance of the air, the transmission of 
sound and the impediments to the 
stone caused by the uneven sides, I 
calculated a depth of three thousand 
one hundred and fifty-two feet four, 
inches, presuming, of course, that the | 
last audible sound was caused by the 
rock striking the bottom. 

The people, who have for many years | 
regarded this gigantic well with some- | 
thing akin to awe, tell many stories of 
it and the objects animate and in- 
animate, including at least one hu- 
man being, which have been swal- 
lowed up in its insatiable maw. A 
fine white pine tree, with a slender 
stem, straight as an arrow and over 
one hundred feet high, stood on the) 
steep slope a few dozen yards from the | 
mysterious hole. Two of Isaac Har- 
mar’s sons concluded to venture up 
and cut the tree for troughs. It fell 
with the top up hill, and starting to 
slide, disappered bodily into the Hell 
Hole and was lost to view, the terror- 
stricken young men who peered cau- 
tiously over the edge being unable to | 
see the slightest trace of the tree except | 
afew bits of bark and branches cling- | 
ing here and there onthe jagged rocks. 

But other and more serious accidents 
have occurred at the Hell Hole. About 





who was making his way south along 
the north fork from Martinsburg to 
White Sulphur Springs, disappeared 
suddenly in this vicinity. A search 
was made for him, and _ his trail finally 
struck and followed up to the very 
brink of this fearful pit. The supposi- 
tion is that in the dusk of the evening | 
the old man walked to the mouth of 
the hole, all unconscious of danger, | 
and stepped off, to fall toas yet un-| 
known depths. 

There is ajso a legend current among | 
the good people of this portion of | 
Grant County that, away back in the! 
early days of the century, when the red | 
man had not long been gone from the | 
North Fork Valley, that a young girl, | 
disappointed and heart-broken at the 
course of her lover, had made her way 
to the mouth of Hell Hole and, de- | 
positing in a little pile on a flat rock 
the few simple love tokens received in 
happier times from her betrothed, had 
leaped into the fearful depths before 
her. ‘ 

On another occasion a valuable horse 
fell into the pit, and last winter a dog, 
while pursuing a rabbit, took the direc- 
tion of the Hole, and, catching his prey 
on the edge, lost his footing and both 
animals were engulfed. Tourists have 
dropped tons of rocks into the Hell 
Hole, but its dark secrets are still un- 
revealed and probably will ever remain 
unknown, an object of mystery and 
wonder to the passing stranger and of 
terror to the inhabitants of-the region 
in which it is situated— Wheeling Regis- 
ter.

Necessity That He Should Stick to His 
Type. 

The surge of the sea, driven by the 
wind and tossed, is the true illustra- 
tion, for all time, of the man who has 
no fixed purpose, the man who is al- 
ways in doubt. In stock-breeding, as 
in every other subject that can engage 
the mind of man, a definite aim and an 
unwavering effort towards it are the 
great essentials of progress. Without 
them the course must be erratic, often 
retrograde. When the brain is in a 
whirl from alcoholic stimulants, the feet 
go zig-zagging across the street; there 
is no steady mind to control and direct 





/them; and in Dickens’ character of 


Cousin Feenix, in Dombey & Son, there 
isan admirable consistency between 
the aimless speech at the wedding 


breakfast and the wilful legs, which 


were ever carrying their owner off 
sideways, and on that same morning 
had caused him to wander out of his 
line towards the bride and give away 


_ the wrong woman ‘‘to be married to 
_ this man.

His action must not be limited 
by arbitrary fancies, or the dictates of 
It must be free. 
That is one side of the question. On 
the other side we have the dangers of 
too much llcense; and upon this branch 
of the subject we may argue in favor of 
a very considerable restriction of choice 
and action, but the restriction is not to 
be imposed by mere caprice, nor ac- 
cepted in servile obedience to a pop- 
ular faney. ‘The experience and 
deliberate judgment of the breeder 
must teach him within what lines his

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SHOEING HORSES. 


The Practice Permissible Under Excep- 
tional Circumstances. 

Is the shoeing of horses necessary? 
Undoubtedly it is, under certain cir- 
cumstances, as for instance with horses 
used constantly on granite pavements 
in the cities, or on macadamized or 
But horses that are not 
in constant use upon such streets, we 
believe are better not shod at all, than 
shod as they are now. 

To shoe farm horses and keep them 
shod as is often done, seems to us to be 
the height of folly. To put heavy 
shoes on a colt as soon as he is put intc 
the harness is to take the steps neces- 
sary to prevent his feet from becomin 
toughened. Of course if put to wort 
on the road and kept there barefooted, 
he will get foot sore; but if gradually 
worked in, his feet will become accus- 
tomed even to the hard road and suffer 
no inconvenience from constant work 








ive feet must be shod, just as a child 
having weak ankles must wear ankle 
braces; but to say that horses generally 
should wear shoes is about as sensible 
as to say all children ought to wear 
ankle braces. 

The only reasonable excuse for shoe- 
ing country horses at all is to prevent 
their slipping in the winter. If a horse 
o without 
shoes he will be found much less liable 
to slip on icy ground than one that has 
always worn shoes. There are times 
when the ground is so covered with ice 
and sleet that a horse could not stand 
if unshod, but the time lost by allow- 
ing horses to remain idle at such times 
would not be much worse than that 
lost by getting horses calked from be- 
ing rough shod. When it is necessary 
to shoe a horse, instead of putting on 
the customary heavy shoe with Jong, 
sharp toe and heel calks, it would be 
much better if a much lighter one be 
used, having only a small toe calk to 
assist the horse in holding his footing 
while drawing a load. A fortune 


awaits the inventor who will devise a 


horse shoe from some tough but flexi- 
ble material, and which can be easily 
attached or removed from the foot as 
desired. Much, of the injury done to 
horses’ feet by the ordinary shoe is due 
to allowing it to remain on too long, 
the horse ewner forgetting that the 
hoof is always growing, and the rim of 
it being bound by the inflexible iron 
band the hoof can not growin the proper 
shape.—Rural World, ae

MARBLES BY THE 


MILLIONS. 


How the Toy-Makers of Germany Prosper 
When Our Boys ‘‘Fen-Dubs!” 


Afew days ago, at the office of the 
custom surveyor, a Minute reporter 


‘picked up an item which excited his 


euriosity. He was told that Charles 
Mayer & Co. paid about $150 duty on 
marbles imported from Germany. 

. “An invoice of marbles,’’ said the re- 
porter, ‘‘on which the duty amounts 
to that much, certainly must contain 
enough of these playthings to keep all 
the boys in the United States busy for 
some time.”’ 

“Well,” said Mr. Mueller, Deput 
Custom-house Surveyor, ‘‘you can 
count for yourself. The invoice con- 
sists of sixty cases, each case contain- 
ing 1,000 gross of marbles.”’ 

‘Taking in consideration the differ- 
ence in the size of the marbles, and 
that each case was said to contain 125, - 
000 marbles, this would make the en- 
tire invoice consist of about 8,000,000, 
or enough to give each school boy in 
the United States a marble or two. 
But as the firm referred to is not sup- 
posed to control the entire trade in 
the United States, the boys are entitled 
to a more liberal supply. If the 
stock just imported were held 
for the Indianapolis boys, a division 
would result in each boy getting about 
750 marbles. It is not probable, how- 
ever, that this supply would last much 
longer than the dozen or two of mar- 
bles which the average boy now man- 
ages to get away with each season. 

Marbles belong to a class of play- 
things which can not very easily be 
broken or otherwise destroyed, still 
they disappear in a somewhat myster!- 
ous manner, and of the 8,000,000 which 
have just come across the ocean, form- 
ing a bulky, but not very valuable part 
of the cargo of one of our large ocean 
steamers, not many will be leftin a 
year from now and anew supply will 
have to be ordered from Steinach. in 
Thuringia, where nearly all the mar- 
bles come from. Steinach is in the 
Sonneberg District, the principal indus- 
try of which is the manufacture of toys, 
marbles being one of the main articles 
produced. ‘The trade distinguishes be- 
tween two classes of marbles, the glass 
marble. which is the prettiest and most 
expensive article, the marbles with a 
porcelain finish and a painted surface, 
and the common stone marble. The 
glass marbles, some of which show 
very handsome designs, are produced 
in the glassworks, while the others are 
made from stone which has been ground 
into dust.—Jndianapolis Minute. 
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Origin of a Common Custom. 





The following account of the origin 
of the custom of tolling the bell on 
boats passing the tomb of Washington 
was given at a meeting of the Wash- 
ington Literary Society by Dr. Toner: 
«This token of regard, it is said, or- 
iginated on a French merchant vessel 
which had been to Alexandria for a 
cargo, and going down the river after 
General Washington’s death, but be- 
fore bis interment, placed its colors at 
half-mast and tolled its bell continu- 
ously while passing the house of 
mourning. This special testimony of 
respect impressed every person as_ be- 
coming and appropriate, and it was at 
once taken up and practiced bv all 
river crafts. Ever since then the bell 
is tolled on vessels of every character 
and nation which pass the tomb of 
Washington. lt may, therefore, be claim- 
ed to have grown into a custom of im- 
»ressive reverential respect, observed 
y all vessels sailing up and down the 
Potomac River.”’
